Amendment to Independent Claim 11: 

1 1 . (Currently Presented) A method for authoring of a structured document, 
wherein a structured document comprises a plurality of content elements wrapped in 
pairs of tags, comprising: 

generating content elements wrapped in pairs of tags; and 

for a selected tag, suggesting an optimal content fragment according to a content 
suggestion procedure; 

wherein the content suggestion procedure comprises: 

providing a plurality of sample structured documents; 
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analyzing the sample structured documents fo^-to derive a set of content 
fragments and content fragment suggestion criteria ; 

deriving a set of candidate content fragments from the sample structured 
document associated with the selected tag in accordance with the content fragment 
suggestion criteria : 

evaluating the set of candidate content fragments according to a cont e nt fragm e nt 
sugg e st i on cr i t e r i a to determine an optimal content fragment suggestion for the tag, 
wherein the optimal content fragment suggestion is the most probable content fragment 
for the selected tag.
